Confronted by the muzzles of four 
revolvers James Fittenturf and Joseph 
Brannen, two of the trio who escaped 
from the Adams County jail Christ­ 
mas night, 
were recaptured at 4.40 
Tuesday afternoon 
in 
front of the 
Heading railroad station 
at Hunters 
Hun bv Chief of 
Police Sbealer, of 
Gettysburg, and Cumberland County 
Detective Harry J. Bentley, ol 
Car­ 
lisle. 
The two fugitives were taken 
completely by surprise and 
quickly 
surrendered. 
Officers Sheeter and 
Bentley had 
been w aiting at the station for the a r­ 
rival of the men who had been traced 
since early morning and were Known 
to fie traveling towards Mount Holly 
Springs. 
At intervals they would go 
to the platform of the station to see if 
the fugitives were anywhere in sight 
and 
would 
then 
withdraw 
again 
Finally at about halt past four Officer 
Sbealer saw the two men coming out 
of the mountain and down the railroad 
track, both with 
their beads down. 
Fittenturf with his hands deep in his 
pockets and Brannen walking by his 
side wearing gloves. 
The local chief quickly withdrew 
to tho waiting room of the station and 
here he and Detective Bently preparer! 
for the capture. Straight on came the 
unsuspecting pair of escaped prisoners 
and when they were opposite the sta­ 
tion door were dumbfounded 
when 
they saw it open and the two officers, 
each 
with 
two 
revolvers' pointing 
straight at them. 
Fittenturf started 
I to take his hands out of 
his pockets 
; when Chief Sbealer shouted. 
“ Leawr your hands where they are. ” 
“ We haven’t got anything’’ 
c a m e 
the re s p o n s e but it was scarcely half 
a minute before the 
handcuffs were 
firmly clasped about their wrists ami 
the quartet bad gotten into a waiting 
surrey bound for Mount Holly. 
OTHER CFFICEKS ARRIVE 
A few minutes after the capture the 
Philadelphia and Reading tram. leav­ 
ing Gettysburg at four o'clock, arriv 
ed with 
Detective 
Wilson, 
Deputy 
Sheriff George Fissel, 
and William 
Tipton and Joseph 
Wilmington who 
bad iieen deputized for the 
occasion 
Sheriff Fi-sel and Detective 
Wilson 
had lieen busy telephoning all day and 
finally located the two men as some 
where between Bendersville and Mount 
lolly. 
Chief Sbealer. who bad gone 
on to Carlisle, intending to 
go from 
there to Harrisburg in search of the 
fugitives, called up Mr. Wilson about 
one o'clock and w m told to come flack 
to Hunter * Run with Detective Bent­ 
ley. 
At four o’clock the posse of officers 
from Gettysburg started knowing that 
the fleeing men would not get pa*' the 
officers at Hunters Run. 
At Goodyear 
they were going to leave the train 
and, rearch that section but were told 
that the two men wanted bad goae on 
and the quartet of pursuers stayed on 
the train 
When they got to Hunters 
Hun they left the train only to see the 
surrey with its prey 
disappearing in 
the directien of Mount Holly.The plan 
of surrounding the men bad not tieen 
found 
necessary. 
At Mount Holly Springs the Gettys­ 
burg officers came up 
with Officer* 
Sbealer and Bentley aud their captives. 
Supper 
was

Large crowds of 
citizens gathered to view the prisoners 
and at all the principal stations on the 
road between Mount Holly and Gettys­ 
burg scores of people waited to get a 
glimpse of the foiled fugitives.

PRISONERS SEARCHED 
Both prisoners 
were quickly ami 
thoroughly 
searched.

burglary. 
Neither man had any wea­ 
pons. 
Some crackers.aud cheese were 
found on Fittenturf, who also had all 
the mon<sy, I*.

Twenty dot las bal 
Iieen secured at the Peters place du r­ 
ing the night, according to the ofti 
cers’ theory, and the f7.fi8 which Pit- 
tenturf had is said 
to 
rt present 
the 
balance of their haul after food aud 
clothing were {aid for 
Each 
had a 
little tobacco and some other personal 
effect** 
I bey were a dejected looking 
flair as they were taken bock to their 
cells again where they were viewed 
with no little interest by a number of 
the other 
prisoners 
who 
bad been 
awaiting their coming 
There was much 
elation 
among 
county officials over th e capture and 
return of the men. 
It means a great 
saving financially to the county for 
the offer of a reward would have lieen 
almost a necessity if the men had been 
allowed to get any farther away and 
Chief Sbealer was congratulated on all

which he had conducted his important 
end of the capture. Local officers also

now it 
is probable that two more crimes will 
have to be answered for 
breaking lull 
and burglary. 
It is possible for the 
Court to have bis sentences 
for the 
November Court conviction

the burglary case—if be is found guilty
